Anfw. Yea, they are in a fpecial Manner bound 
to it, and that for thefe Reafons, 

1. In Regard of God’s [nftitution, A/a. 18, 
17. wherein is contained a Neceflicy both in Re- 
gard of the Precept and the Means. 

2. Regard of the Prefence of God and Chrift 
there, Rev. 1. 13. For if we will come to God 
we muft come alfo to that Afiembly where God 
doth in a fpecial Manner manifeft his Prefence, 
and is found of thofe that feek him there. 

3. Inregard of God’s Glory, which is much 
advanced publickly by this Means: For as God 
under the Law placed his Name in Jerufalem, {0 
under the Gofpel he doth it in thefe publick 
Affemblies. 

4. In Regard of the Covenant and Promife of 
God: For they which are Members of the Church, 
they are, as it were, direQly under the Promi-

5. In Regard of our Proieflion ; becaufe other- 
wife it cannot be that the Believers fhould be 
diftinguifhed trom Infidels, 1. Cor. g. 12. 

6. In Regard of Motual Edification, which 
follows from this Combination of the godly 
among{t themfelves, Heb. 10, 24,25. 1 Cor. If 
b7. aid 12.25, 27. Ron. 1. 12. :
